FISHING NOTES | 


(Pacific Fisherman) 

Action toward a Settlement of 
some of the questions regarding 
liability of canned salmon, held at 
Seattle to local taxation has been 
taken $y the F. U. Barnes company 
of Portland, Ore., which filed suit 
‘ pril $ to enjoin officials of King 
county, Wash., from collecting 
‘axes on 2,426 cases of salmon. It 
is alleged in the suit that the goods 
were held at Seattle for the Goy- 
ernment and were not taxable. As- 
sessor Frank W. Hull, Treasurer 
W. A. Gaines and Sheriff John 
Stringer are named as defendants. 


While the effort made in the re- 
cent meeting of the Washington 
legislature to limit the privilege of 
fishing more closely to American 
citizens did not succeed, Attorney- 
General L. L. Thompson bas given 
out an opinion that aliens who ob- 
tained fishing licenses under a dee- 
laration of intention to become

~#mevican citizens, and later re fused 


military service under their rights 
as aliens, forfeited the right to 
fish along with other citizenship 
rights. Fish Commissioner Dar- 
win is taking action against a num- 
ber of fishermen atid clam diggers 
who forfeited their citizenship in 
this way. 

The Alaska Fish company is hav- 
ing a cannery tender built by the 
Western Boat Building company, 
Tacoma, Wash., tor use in connec- 
tion with its plant at Waterfall, 
Alaska. The boat is 75 ft. long, 

7% tt. in the beam and has a draft 
ofe8 tt., and will be powered with 
a yoo h. p. C-O type Fairbanks- 
Morse oil engine. The same com- 
pany is having a new purse seine 
boat built, which will be equipped 
with a 27 h. p. Atlas engine. 


On the suggestion of Henry 
O'Malley, Pacific Coast field agent 
of the Bureaun of Fisheries, Dr. 
H. M. Smith, U. S. Commissioner 
of Fisheries, recently took wp the 
matter of investigating the produc- 
tion of herring in Scotland. with a 
view 10 determining the extent of 
Seatch competition in the American 
market for the guidance of Alaska 
packers in outfitting for this sea- 
son’s work, ‘The matter was re- 
ferred to Secretary Redfield, with 
the result that the Bureau of For- 
eign and Domestic Commerce has 
made preliminary arrangements 
to have Aug. H, D. Khie, the well- 
known herrirg expert, visit Scot- 
land and make a survey of pro- 
ducing conditions 


The Chatham Straits Fish com- 
pany, headed by Olaf Aune of Se- 
attle, is preparing to put in a new 
herring saltiqg outfit this season at 
a point called New Port Walter, in 
the vicimity of the plants of the 
Alaska Herring and Sardine Come 
pany and the Alaska-Pacific Her- 
ring company. 

The Diamond Fish company, 
which operated last year at Warm 
Springs Bay, Alaska, packing about 
7,000 bbls. of Scotch cured herring 
has decided not to operate the 
plant this season. 


The Marani Products company 
of Anacortes, Wash., has been fig- 
uring for some time on extending 
its field of operations: in fish by- 
products to Alaska, owing to the 
shortage of raw material available 
for its Puget Sound plant. Some 
preliminary work has been done 
toward the construction of a plant 
at Hawk Inlet, and while the com- 
pany has announced no definite 
plans, it is expected that equip- 
ment will be installed there before 
long.
